“MOVING  PICTURES  ACT.” 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Moving  Pictures 
Act,”  chapter  178  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia,  1924,”  the  regulations  made 
pursuant  to  that  Act  by  Order  in  Council  No.  438, 
approved  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1926,  be  amended 
by  inserting  therein,  after  regulation  numbered  23, 
the  following  regulation  : — 

“23a.  Portable  Projection-rooms. — No  portable 
projection  cabinet  or  room  shall  be  used  in  any 
moving-picture  theatre  in  which  there  is  a  perma¬ 
nent  projection-room,  or  in  any  moving-picture 
theatre  where  moving  pictures  are  regularly  exhibi¬ 
ted  to  the  public.  No  kinematograph  having  as  an 
illuminant  an  incandescent  lamp  exceeding  GOO 
watts  capacity  shall  be  used  in  any  portable  pro¬ 
jection  cabinet  or  room.  All  portable  projection 
cabinets  or  rooms  shall  be  constructed  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  requirements,  and  no  such  cabinet  or  room 
shall  be  used  unless  it  has  first  been  approved  by 
the  Fire  Marshal : — 

“  Size :  They  shall  be  not  less  than  6  feet  wide 
by  7  feet  long'  and  7  feet  6  inches  high;  or  for 
portable  kinematographs  only  they  shall  be  not  less 
than  4  feet  wide  by  3  feet  6  inches  deep  by  7  feet 
high. 

“  Construction :  The  frames  on  which  these 
cabinets  or  rooms  are  made  shall  be  of  one  of  the 
following  types : — 

“(a.)  A  frame  of  1%-inch  angle  and  tee  irons 
mitred  and  securely  fastened  together,  covered  with 
asbestos  lumber. 

“(6.)  A  frame  of  1%-ineh  angle  and  tee  irons 
mitred  and  securely  fastened  together,  covered  with 
20-gauge  sheet  metal. 

“(c.)  A  fitted  frame  of  %-inch  galvanized-iron 
pipes  and  fittings  and  covered  with  ^-inch  asbestos 
cloth. 

“In  the  case  of  types  (a)  and  (b)  the  asbestos 
lumber  and  sheet  metal  shall  be  securely  fastened  to 
the  frame-irons  with  14-inch  stove-bolts  and 
washers,  spaced  not  more  than  9  inches  apart.  In 
the  case  of  type  (c)  the  asbestos  cloth  used  as  a 
covering  for  the  cabinet  shall  have  an  overlap  of 
at  least  3  feet  on  one  side,  forming  the  entrance 
to  said  room  or  cabinet.  The  ceiling  covering  shall 
overlap  at  least  8  inches  all  around  and  be  securely 
fastened  in  place.  The  floor  covering  shall  be  of 
two-ply  of  the  asbestos  cloth  and  extend  at  least 
1  foot  all  around  outside  of  the  frame.  There  shall 
be  a  ventilation-flue  of  at  least  8  inches  in  diameter, 
made  of  24-gauge  sheet  metal,  leading  directly  to 
the  open  air.  The  portholes,  porthole  doors,  fit¬ 
tings,  and  fixtures  of  these  portable  cabinets  or 
rooms  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  correspond  to  those 
prescribed  by  these  regulations  for  projection- 
rooms  generally.”

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the 
purview  of  the  “  British  North  America  Act, 
1867  ” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a  Bridge,  the 
making  of  a  Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the  construction  or 
improvement  of  a  Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a  right 
of  Ferry ;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any7  Joint-stock  Company ;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  in¬ 
dividuals  any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi¬ 
leges  whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any7  particu¬
